Resolutions  of  the  sfcior  Class 
Session  1901-92. 

Resolved,  First,  That  in  requesting 
privileges  that  are  due  the  Senior 
Class  we  act  as  a  whole,  concurring 
in  the  course  decided  upon  by  the  ma- 
jority of  the  class. 

Second,  That  we  pledge  ourselves 
to  be  diligent  in  performing  our  du- 
ties and  will  aid  the  college  authori- 
ties to  the  extent  of  our  power  in 
maintaining  order  and  discipline.

John  Jenkins 
Jones  lectured  the  student   body  in 
Langdon   Hall.     Dr.    Jones  came  to 
Auburn  at  the  request  and  invitation 
of  the  faculty  of  this  institute.  He! 
is  professor  of  Psychology      at  the! 
University  of  Chicago  and  is  a  man  of  j 
profound  and  decided  'ability. 

He  was  introduced  to  his  audience 
as  minister,  lecturer,  editor  and  au- 
thor.  •  i 

As  a  lecturer  he  gave  evidence  of 
wonderful  power  in  the  delivery  and  j 
treatment  of  both  of  the  tectures  given  j 
here. 

There   was   a  peculiar  and  fasci- 
nating sweetness  in  his  voice  that  elo- 
quently threaded  itself      into  the 
theme  and  body  of  his  subject  and| 
aroused  in  emotional  thought  visions  j 
of  life  that  words  alone  could  never  j 
portray.   It  was  this  with  his  beautiful  j 
and  attractive  literary  style  that  made 
*  s-irdug  artd*arden't  plea  in  the  name 
of  education  and  culture. 

His  first  subject,  one  naturally  in- 
teresting— Victor  Hugo — was  respon- 
sive to  his  touch  of  genius  and  read- 
ily developed  into  a  treatise  of  well 
digested  facts. 

With  a  vivid  rehearsal  of  the  inci- 
dents that  crowded  into  the  life  of 
this  famous  and  'remarkable  charac- 
ter he  discussed  the  principles  and 
policies  for  which  Hugo  so  valiantly 
and  courageously  stood  in  his  ' public 
and  political  capacity. 

The  amazing  precocity  of  power 
found  in  Hugo  as  a  boy  made  him 
begin  early  a  vigorous  and  active 
career. 

His  inexhaustible  resource  and  var- 
ity  thus  had  a  long  and  brilliant 
range.  In  this  he  immortalized  him- 
self as  poet,  dramatist,  novelist,  his- 
torian and  philosopher.    As  these  he 

was  variously  pictured  in  the  course 
* 

of  the  discussion  which  in  effect 
gradually  merged  into  a  translation 
of  greatness,  marvelous  and  grand. 

Dr.  Jones'  second  lecture,  was  one 
in  which  he  ventured  more  freely  and 
boldly  upon  the  mysterious  and  se- 
cret forces  of  life. 

The  subject  under  which  this  was 
developed  was  "The  Three  Reveren- 
ces." 

He  began  by  describing  the  exclu- 
sive and  .  selfish  bond  uniting  the 
crude  and  untutorM  impulses  influenc- 
ing the  human  mind  in  earliest  in- 
fancy. 

From  this  point  his  scope  broaden- 
ed and  seperated  nito  three  magnif- 
cent  views  of  life  penetrating  far 
back  into  the  divinity  of  the  soul  of 
man  and  exploring  htm  in  the 
gtot  of  an  his.  faculties.

His  first  subject,  one  naturally  in- 
teresting'— Victor  Hugo — was  respon- 
sive to  his  touch  of  genius  and  read- 
ily developed  into  a  treatise  of  well 
digested  facts. 

With  a  vivid  rehearsal  of  the  inci- 
dents that  crowded  into  the  life  of 
thjs  famous  and  "remarkable  charac- 
ter he  discussed  the  principles  and 
policies  for  which  Hugo  so  valiantly 
and  courageously  stood  in  his  public 
and-  political  capacity. 

The  amazing  precocity  of  power 
found  in  Hugo  as  a  boy  made  him 
begin  early  a  vigorous  and  active 
career. 

His  inexhaustible  resource  and  var- 
ity  thus  had  a  long  and  brilliant 
range.  In  this  he  immortalized  him- 
self as  poet,  dramatist,  novelist,  his- 
torian and  philosopher.  As  these  he 
was  variously  pictured  in  the  course 
of  the  discussion  which  in  effect 
gradually  merged  into  a  translation 
of  greatness,  marvelous  and  grand. 

Dr.  Jones'  second  lecture,  was  one 
in  which  he  ventured  more  freely  and 
boldly  upon  the  mysterious  and  se- 
cret forces  of  life.  ,. 

The  subject  under  which  this  was 
developed  was  "The  Three  Reveren- 
ces." 

He  began  by  describing  the  exclu- 
sive and  .  selfish  bond  uniting  the 
crude  and  untutored  Impulses  influenc- 
ing the  human  mind  In  earliest  In- 
fancy. 

From  this  ppint  his  scope  broaden- 
ed and  seperated  nlto  three  magnlf 
cent  views  of  life  penetrating  far 
back  Into  the  divinity  of  the  soul  of 
man  and  exploring  him  In  the  re- 
gion of  all  his.  faculties. 

The  first  of  these  directed  the  gaze 
toward  the  high  and  exalted  heavens. 
For  therein  might  be  found  the  rever- 
enoe  which  should  principally  be 


i  right  and  then  to  the  left  that  the  In- 
dividual life  might  be  so  regulated  as 
to  harmoniously  conform  to  the  align- 
ment of  surrounding  adjustments. 

In  this  was  conceived  the  human 
sanctities  which  were  one  after  an- 
other reviewed  in  detail.  ^ 
The  graces,  virtues,  privileges,  bless- 
ings, motives  and  ambitions  of  phy- 
sical and  moral  character  were  all 
registered  among  those  sanctities  and 
demanded  a  reverential  approval  of 
the  laws  and  fores  adjusting  them. 

Dr.  Jones  so  concluded  his  dis- 
course as  to  leave  a  deep  and  linger- 
ing impression  on  the  minds  of  all.
